This was considered by CERONE to be an important 
point because it would show where ACCARDO Spent money atid 
picked up checks which were deductible itéms in reporting 
his income tax. According to CERONE it was impressed on

It was further stated that in the opinion of the Chicago 
Police Department, CERONE, DI BIASE, and ANTHONY CAPEZIO make up 
the West Side section of gambling interests of the Chicago syndi- 
cate.  CERONE reportedly was interested in "books" located at 
West End Avenue and Crawford, Hammond and Lake Streets, as well 
as booking operations at California and Lake Streets in Chicago.

Subgequently ascertained through investigation by the Miami office 
as-FPRANK ESPOSITO from Chicago, Fliinois, who is, at the present 
time, spending his winter vacation in Hollywood Beach, Fla. 
ESLPOSITO is the head of the Municipal Employees Union in 
“nicago and has been considered through the years as a close 
associate of Chicago hocdlums. hus far the reasons for the 
oroposed killing of ESPOSITO are unknown. ESPOSIPO has not 
been interviewed by FSI Agents ia Chicago relating Lo this 
anaoclation . 
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The info relating to this proposed killing was 
disseminated to the Broward County Sheriff, ALAN MICHELL, in 
consonance with Bureau instructions, The Broward County 
Sheriff's Office immediately set .up a discreet, fixed and 
moving surveillance in the vicinity of ESPOSITO's Hollywood 
Beach residence, which thus far has not detected activity on the 
part of CERONE, et al.

| Other info set forth in the attached summarization 
reflects any enlightming insight into the operations of the
